HEAT IN THE EAST. 
Montreal, July 2.—Montreal was 


treated to another hot wave to-day, 
the thermometer going up to near 90. 
Three deaths have o¢curted in the city 
from heat since Saturday and many 
cases of prostration ure reported. 

One result of the extreme, heat of 
last week was.an abnormally heavy 
death rate, the heaviest since small- 
pox epidemic of 1885. The number Of 
deaths in Montreal during the week 
ending Saturday night was 273, and, 
of these 186 were due to diseases which 
are most fatal in bot weather. 

No less than 212 of the victims dur- 
ing the week were under five years of 
age as follows; Under stx months, 109; 
under twelve; months, 80; between one 
and two years, 18; between two and 
five, 5. 

A feature of the) week’s record, which 
particularly impressed the health offi- 
cials, was the extreme variation of the 
atmosphere humidity which ranged 
during the Week from 91' to 41, a, varia- 
tion, of no less than 52,

THE DELAYED MAIL. 
Plaindecaler. 


The inconvenience. this north 
country has experienced duri ng the 
jast two weeks tor want cf trains and 


mails, especially the latter, seems 
inexcuss3 ble. In eastern Canada or 
any part of the United States such 
delays would not be tolerated. Neither 
strikes nor washouts such as hava oc- 
curved are suificient reason for mails 
being held for peariy two weeks. The 
company receives $80,000 per year for 
carrying the mails on the C. & E. line. 
We are not acquainted with the terms 
oi contract but certainly the company 
Should be obliged to put the mails 
through by team, by hand can on any 
other way possible under such condi- 
tlons as have existed in the last fort- 
night. Surely with teams, hand cars 
and push cars it could have been ac- 
complished. Much more than half the 
line is in good condition and the wash- 
outs would indeed be bad that could 
not be got around with the mail jbags 
either by men afoot or with rigs. 
Guards would be necessary, bui what 
are the Northwest Mounted Police 
for? It would appear that either the 
mail contract with the company is a 
very lax one or the post office depart- 
ment has been grossly negligent, as to 
the fulfillment of the contract. Be- 
cause the C. P. R. has trouble with 
its employees is no reason why 10%,- 
000 people should have to dq without 
their mail for two weeks.’ This is a 
matter for parliamentary investiga- 
tien; we want to know the term of 
the mail contract that costs the coun- 


try $80,000 per year and can leave 
us for twelve days without service 
of any kind. if it cannot be can- 
celled cr amended the people should 
know it so as to arrange their busi- 
ness to suit such conditions in the 


future.

On June 27 the case of Fred Collins 
came before the cabinet for considera- 
tion, and in view ot the strong recom- 


mendation of Hon. Chief Justice Mc- 
Coll and the jury which sat on the 
case, an order-in-council was passed 


commuting the death sentence to one 
of imprisonment for iife. 

The case is still frésh in the minds 
of the people of this district, great in- 
terest having been shown at the time 
of the tral a few weeks ago, and much 
sympathy expressed for the prisoner, 
who, in the opinion of many who saw 
him on the morning of the «rime, was 
not strictly eccounta!’ le for the murder 
of Arthur Dando, better known as the 
Banjo Kid. Collins, % will be re- 
membered, was attacked by Dando in 
the early morning hoursof the 9th of 
October last being struck onthe head 
with a quart bottle. Dando then pro- 
ceeded to wreck the house and left 
leaving Collins lying imsensibie. 

Collins then had bis wound dressed 
went to Athalmer, where he re- 
ibout 7:30, and procured a 
revolver and cartridges. Leaving 
Aithalmer in a rig he returned to Pet¢ 
erboro, and on his arrival threatened 
to shoot G. Chamberlain, accusing him 
of being concerned in the troubles of 
the night before. Harry Munson, 
whose evidence at the trail elicited fav- 
orabie comment from the judge, per- 
suaded him of his mistake, and induced 
him to go to the local magistrate, Mr. 
Scoville, for a warrant for Dandojfs 


and 
matned till 


arrest. Scoville apparently did not re- 
alize how serious the mat- 
ter was, and told Collins to consult 
a Jawyer and come back im an hour. 
Collins seemingly took this as a re- 
fusal and went at once to the hotel 


where Dando slept and enquired as to 
bis wherabouts, flourishing his revol- 
ver and announcing his intention to 
shoot him. Four men who were in the 
bar at this time allowed him to gq up- 
search of Dando, and 


stairs in 
sought places of safety when they 
heard the shots im the upper room. 


When Collins returned te the bar 
with the revolver in his hand his head 
was bleeding and he said “Dando took 
the gun from me and shit me,” and 
left the house. 

Dando was found breathing his last, 
having been shet in the chest. and ab- 
domen. The arrest of Collins was ac- 
complished without any trouble and 
he was brought before Magistrate Sco- 


ville and committed for trial to the 
assizes. At the assizes he was de- 
fended by Thos. O’Brien, who rested 


his case on the plea of insanity. The 
crown was represented by Hon. T. M. 
Daly, K. C., of Rossland. Hon. Chief 
Justice McColl gave the case his un- 
divided attention. 

After a couple of hours’ deliberation 
the jury brought ima verdict of guilty 
with a recommendation to mercy. 

His lordship then expressed che 
opinion that the verdict was the only 
one that could have been arrived at, 
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and promised, in submitting the case 
to the minister of justice, 1o supoort 
ihe jury's recommendation. He then 
pronounced the death sentence, setting 
the date for July 26th. The judge was 
completely overcome with emotion and 
bad to leave the, bench; for a short time 
to recover his composure. ~ 
Collins was well known here, having 
spent a year in Golden working at his 
trade of house decorator. He came from 
Woodstock, Ont., where his family 
reside, und used to work in) the Karn 
piano and organ factory there. There 
is no truth in the) report! that he was 
once an inmate of an insane asylum. 
He was, however, known as 2 “bad 
boy” and more than once madw the 
acquaintance of the police magistrate. 
A petition was circulated in Wood- 
stock to the minister of justice on his 
behalf, and 1,400 signatures were ob- 
tained, including the mayor of the 
town and all the prominent citizens.

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WHEAT FIELBS OF CANADIAN NORTHWEST 
Writing on the above subject John 


McCoun says: Some twenty years 2g¢o0 
Mr. J. W. Taylor, 2t that time, United 
States corsut at Winnipeg, published 
in the Pioneer Press of St. Faul, Mir- 
nesota, a report on the wheat lands 
of the Northwest. In his report he 
said; In the’ Hudson Bay territory 
(the Canadian Northwest), outside of 
the old provinces, 200,060,000 acres are 
adapted. to ‘wheat raising. The world’s 
annual consumption oi wheat at pres- 
ent is, in round numbers, about two 
thousand million bushels. Assuming 
Mr. Taylor’s figures to be correct, an 
averagesyizid of only 10 bushels for 
each of these 200,000,000 acres would 
produce all the wheat now. consumed! 
Canada as a matter of fact, now pro- 
duces less than five per Cent. of the 
wheat supply of the world, and only 
about twenty-five per cent. of this is 
exported. To attempt to explain why 
this is so does not come within the 
scope of this paper, the object of which 
is simply to show that we, can, and in 
the, near future will, produce a very 
much larger proportion of the wheat 
consumed by bread-eating people. Tire 
present price of wheat and the enorm- 
ous tolls levied by transportation com- 
panies now restrict production. An in- 
crease In the former.or a reduction of 
wheat in Northwest Canada. 
Throughovt Eastern Canada there is 
much land yet uncultivated which is 
suitable for the growth of wheat. 
North of the Canadiin Pacific railway 
there is an immense region—much of 
it unexplored—which will in a very 
few years become one of the most pro- 
ductive parts of Canada. A triangle 
formed of lines drawn between Ottawa 
and Winnipeg, Winnipeg and the 
north end of Lake Winnipeg and the 
latter “potnt and Ottawa, includes an 
area much larger than tha present 
cultivated parts of Ontario, the great- 
er proportion of which is we!! edapted 
to the growth. of cereal crops of all 
kinds. British Columbia, too, will al- 
ways be able to produce the wheat re- 
quired for consumption within its own 
borders, no matter how its population 
may increase. In this paper, however, 
I skall confine. myself to the region to, 
the west and northwest of Winnipeg 
As regards Manitoba and the North- 
west Territories, though a, multitude 
of explorers and settlers have reported 
upon particular areas, little or nothing 
has been added to our knowledge of 
that vast wheat-growing area since 
the population of Manitoba and the 
Great Northwest. Twenty years of 
practical experiment by settlers from 
all parts of ‘the world have proved 
that the estimates of wheat-producing 
land I them made were correct, and I 
can say to-day with even greater cer- 
tainty than then that.there is actual- 
ly no limit to the (possible) wheat 
crop of the Northwest. The la‘e Dr. 
G. M. Dawson reported tm 1874 that in 
the Red River valley alone there were 
3,400square miles, or approxiinately 
2.17600 acres of land suitable to the 
growth ox wneac, and at the very mod- 
est estimate—tor that region--of 17 
bushels tc the acre, over 40,000,000 
husheis could be produced annually in 
this district. That the production in 
the Red River valley had not vet 


| reached that figure is due solely to the 


fact that much of the land is yet with- 
held from cultivation because it is in 
the hands of railway companies or 
land speculators, the two greai‘drags 
on ihe agricultural development of the 
Northwest. 

Twenty years ago I wrote: “Between 
Winnipeg and Edmorton, a distance 
hy cart-road of 980 miles, the various 
settlers affirm that where they are lo- 
cated is the best land in the country.”

will be done is certain. A simple sys-

insure annual wheat crops in a vast 
area which the uncertain rajnfal!l now 
renders unfit for cultivation. 
Southwest of Medicine Hat the. cli- 
matic conditions are very different 
from thpse to the northwest of that 
point. To the southwest the rainfall 
is not great, but there is absolutely 
no danger from early frosts. The fed- 


era! and local governments are now 
inaugurating irrigation ‘systems that 
will transform that immense region, 


bounded on the north by the Canadiin 
Pacific rai'way and on the south by 
ihe international boundary, into one 
vast wheat fie d. 

It is a remarkable fact that whiie in 
Oniario two or three grains are usual- 
iy found in a-cluster' of wheat, three 
or four are fourd in Manitjpba, and 
from four to six between that province 
and the far Northwest. That th 
duction of bushels per acre must vary 
in like ratio is evident, and where we 
in Ontario fifteen bushels per 
acre, twice that amount of graii, is 
harvested for the same quantity of 
straw in the Northwest.
